OPENING ORIENT 


FOR A CHANGE OF DIET 


Both Japan and China are poten¬ 
tial markets for increasing quantities 
of Canadian wheat and flour as well 
as for other commodities, is the opin¬ 
ion of J. M. Imrie, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce delegation, 
which has just returned from the 
Orient 

“In the interests of our export 
trade with Japan and China every 
possible effort should be made to in¬ 
crease our purchases from these 
countries,” Mr. Imrie said, “for the 
same reason those commodities which 
Canada is presenting importing from 
the Far East through other countries 
should be imported direct wherever 
possible, thus improving the visible 
trade balance. 

“With respect to trade projects 
in China, I have two main impres¬ 
sions,’’ he continued. “They are 
that China, which already stands 
eighth among Canadfc-'s customer na¬ 
tions, is a potential market for an in¬ 
finitely larger range and volume of 
Canada’s goods, both primary and 
manufactured; and the full develop¬ 
ment of China’s trade potentialities 
is dependent upon the stabilization 
of her political, monetary and eco¬ 
nomic conditions, the extension of 
railway and highway transportation 
into the interior and the resultant 
enlargement of the purchasing power 
and acquisitive desires of her people. 

“But, with respect to manufactured 
goods, the outlook in Japan is not 
nearly so bright. Indeed I might say 
that Japan’s industrial development, 
her future plans with respect there¬ 
to and her comparatively low manu¬ 
facturing costs are such that there is 
at present at least, no large oppor¬ 
tunity there for the general run of 
Canadian manufactured goods. 

“There is now, and will continue 
to be, a market for a restricted 
range, but the extent and character 
of local competition should be care¬ 
fully investigated before any sub¬ 
stantial expenditure is incurred in 
promoting the sale of new lines of 
fully-fabricated goods there.”

Walter 
McRaye, well known Canadian enter¬ 
tainer, bears this out in some pertin¬ 
ent facts regarding the financial val¬ 
ues placed on Pauline Johnston’s 
poems. 

Pauline received for her most pop¬ 
ular poem “The Song My Paddle 
Sings,” the sum of $3.00 from Satur¬ 
day Night. She had sent it to 
Youths Companion at the same time 
and they accepted it also, sending 
her a cheque for $50.00 which, how¬ 
ever, she had to return, having heard 
from Saturday Night. 

Rod and Gun paid her 70 cents for 
“The Train Dogs.” She returned the 
sum, expressing regret at their ob¬ 
vious poverty. 

“The Train Dogs" was submitted 
to Outing and refused. Two years 
later, it was used as a frontespiece 
on “Outing" but with another Cana¬ 
dian writer’s name attached. The 
latter got $25 for it. Miss Johnston 
exposed the trickery, but she was not 
refunded the $25.00. Her income 
from her poems during her life time 
never exceeded $500.00. 

Other sidelights on the vicissitudes 
of Canadian writers are given in, Mr. 
McRaye’s reminiscences. Major John 
Richardson author of “Wacousta,” 
the first Canadian novelist, died of 
starvation, he says. Dr. Drummond 
could not find a Canadian publisher 
for “The Habitant.” 

Many pathetic or amusing inci¬ 
dents of similar nature, are recorded 
by Walter McRaye regarding Cana¬ 
dian men and women of letters. 

The moral appears to be that if 
you want to “eat regular” avoid the 
Canadian literary life, especially that

THE DRUG EVIL 


A conference will be held in Gen¬ 
eva next year from all civilized na¬ 
tions to attempt to stem the tide of 
the drug habit. The League of Na¬ 
tions, in its studies of the drug evils, 
has never before tried to find out ex¬ 
actly how many people are suffering 
from the disease it seeks to cure. But 
Egypt’s experts have estimated that 
their land has 250,000 heroin and co¬ 
caine addicts, while the lowest esti¬ 
mate for the United States is 200,000 

The typical heroin or cocaine ad¬ 
dict takes five grains a day, fifty- 
four tons a year for Egypt’s and 
America’s illegitimate trade alone, 
whereas the nations manufacturing 
these drugs report an annual total 
output of only fifty-five tons! 

Overmanufacture has been recog¬ 
nized as the drug evil’s root, but no¬ 
body has known where legitimate 
manufacture ended and illegitimate 
began. Now the League’s Social Hy¬ 
giene Section has drawn up a table 
fixing the world’s legitimate needs. 
The May conference will try to de¬ 
vise some kind of multilateral treaty 
limiting manufacture to those re¬ 
quirements, and it is to be hoped that 
this limitation will apply to every 
substance accounted a habit-forming 
narcotic.

for secession must surely have been 
made* without full consideration of all 
that is involved. Would the West be 
more prosperious under a separate 
Federal Government, for it must be 
supposed that is what is intended. In 
the first place the three provinces 
would lose the subsidies they now re¬ 
ceive from the Federal treasury, and 
thereby add to the taxes paid pro- 
vincially. They would lose their rep¬ 
resentation in the Federal Parlia¬ 
ment, where for the last ten years 
they have had a dominating influence 
They would become a prairie state 
shut off on the west by British Co¬ 
lumbia, and on the east by- Ontario, 
Quebec and the Maritimes. 

Nearly the whole income tax is 
paid by the Eastern provinces and 
that goes for national purposes in 
which the Western pro\ 4 iTRTes shar£. 
Then there would be complications 
with the railways. The Crow’s Nest 
rates might be cancelled. Indeed, all 
the railways rates, including the Hud 
son’s Bay lines, would be fixqfl by the 
Dominion Railway Commission, and 
the West would have nothing to say 
about that. 

Do we want to Balkanize this great 
-Dominion? Does any reasonable per¬ 
son believe that the interests of the 
West—or the Dominion as a whole— 
would be served by such divisions? 
We are • going through hard times. 
The West is not suffering more than 
the East. It is only by unitedly fac¬ 
ing the somewhat desperate prob¬ 
lems of the time that prosperity can 
be restored and we should do that 
with patience and determination.—

It seems to be fore-ordained that 
the Western farmers must follow the 
example of the older settled districts 
and make of their farming, an all- 
year round occupation, with hazards 
reduced to a minimum. Pointing to 
older farming belts it is shown that 
Manitoba grew 1,000,000 fewer acres 
of wheat last year than in 1921. Thir¬ 
ty years ago Minnesota was another 
such wheat country as Alberta, Tljen 
she had over six million acres in 
wheat growing less than 2,000,QpO 
acres of- wheat with an oat acreage 
of four million and a barley acreage 
of two million. Minnesota, with one 
third the area of Alberta, today pro¬ 
duces over 100 million more pounds 
of creamery butter than the whole of 
the Dominion of Canada.

“The Agricultural Development 
Board is doing a good work already, 
and our aim, contrary to criticisms 
made in Edmonton and elsewhere in 
the province, is simply and definitely 
to try to bring western agriculture 
'back to a business basis, which mugt 
necessarily mean diversified farming, 
believing that the stabilization of 
agricutule will be the only real and 
permanent stabilization of all Cana¬ 
dian industry, Mr. Hoadley declared. 

With the announcement of Mr. 
Beatty and the evident sympathy 
with which his scheme has been met 
by industrial and financial interests 
throughout the Dominion, the prov¬ 
ince now feels rather reluctant to ex 
tend its work in this connection toe 
far, and would be ready to co-operaU 
with the federal authorities at any 
time, it was pointed out. 

“I can see almost unlimited possi¬ 
bilities of a scheme being sponsored 
by the Federal Government with the 
support of all these other varied in¬ 
terests, especially in the East. Agri¬ 
culture is certainly the underlying 
force of Canadian business, and it is 
quite logical that some such scheme 
as Mr. Beatty suggested might very- 
well receive the unanimous endorsa- 
tion and support of all,” Mr. Hoadley 
said. 

“Farmers wl?o are in a position to 
increase their holdings of hogs, cat¬ 
tle and sheep and thus consume some i 
of the surplus supplies of feed grain i 
thi year, are receiving considerable J 
assistantance from the Board,” Mr. 
Hoadley continued. 

He pointed out in conclusion that j 
representatives of the Government 
were working at Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton stockyards, diverting when¬ 
ever possible suitable animals, espec¬ 
ially females, from the slaughter hou 
ses to the farms. 

In conclusion, the minister tompli- j 
merited the packing houses on the 1 
support and co-operation which they 
had offered in carrying on the work j 
of the new board up to the present 
time.

And yet Canada has a great oppor¬ 
tunity to develop her export trade in 
farm products with Britain. 'Britain 
imports annually 58 per cent, of her 
butter from countries outside the 
Empire. Most of her bacon and ham 
are supplied by foreign countries. 
She imports 300 million dozen eggs- 
and 50 million pounds of poultry. It 
is a mistake to suppose that because 
wheat has failed the agriculture of 
Canada is doomed. Its summer ex- 
'port of butter could'fit in nicely with 
New Zealand’s off-season in butter 
making. 

If oats and barley marketed 
through the sow, cow and hen route 
will give a larger return per acre 
than straight wheat growing, then 
the Canadian farmer is bound to 
turn to the more profitable method 
of farming. 

Canada is in a wonderful position 
with her cheap grain and favorable 
dairy climate to develop export trade 
with Great Britain.

DOCTORS NAMED 


Give the average farmer eight 
good dairy cows, a few good sows 
and a flock of high-producing poul¬ 
try. Then with his low-priced land 
and cheap feed he can produce food 
products for the British market as 
cheap as any other farmer in the 
world. He can play the farm game 
and be bound to win. 

One of our subscribers interested 
in the probable change in farm meth¬ 
ods, considers that people will then 
follow more closely the advances 
made in scientific feeding. 

The Province and Dominion go to 
the expense of maintaining agricul¬ 
tural schools largely for research and 
yet do not take sufficient advantage 
of this expert knowledge available. 
It is an unquestioned fact that stock 
fed along scientific lines will outstrip 
the ordinarily fed stock and will cost 
less. 

It is also the case that feeds are 
imported from the States when just 
as good feed could be manufactured 
locally. 

Formulas for manufacture of feed 
might be obtained by writing the 
Dominion Dept, of Agriculture. By 
co-operation and a little investment 
it could be Manufactured much more 
cheaply in the district than by pay¬ 
ing for importation. ■ Government 
officials would lie glad to show the 
way.

Farm Conditions Have Had Ebba and 
Flow Similar to Present 

Past experience does not bear out 
the contention that present unfavor¬ 
able conditions are either new or per¬ 
manent in nature. Similar conditions 
have marked the progress of all coun 
tries from time to time. While they 
were happening, they seemed unpre¬ 
cedented and overwhelming, but his¬ 
tory shows they have happened be¬ 
fore and are likely to happen again. 
This is as true of farm conditions as 
of any other phase of industrial life. 

An American survey of th^ present 
. agricultural field and a backward 
look at the past, is of interest; be¬ 
cause American agricultural condi¬ 
tions have always had a bearing on 
those of this country, 
great wave of improvement swept 

Following after the Civil War a 
over the Middle West and Northern 
States. It was accompanied by num¬ 
erous bond issues and a rise in the 
public debt, resulting in taxes propor¬ 
tionately as high, when values of 
that time are considered as they are 
today. 

A writer of farm economics writ¬ 
ing in the seventies about Central Il¬ 
linois says: “Prices of farm products 
have been rising, but land prices are 
not responding. The rate at which 
farm lands are passing into the 
hands of non-resident owners and the 
holders of mortgages and trust deeds 
is alarming. Well situated farms 
command little or no price and mat¬ 
ters are deplorable. At the same 
time it should be mentioned that 
there is no want of capital to invest 
in these lands, but speculators and 
capitalists are waiting as they nearly 
always do till there are unmistakable 
evidences of a rise, then they will 
come to the rescue.” 

Less than two years later, the 
same writer states: "Central Illinois 
farms are coming into demand at 
much better prices.” ^

Vulcan now has a new postoffice. 
That portion of the brick block in 
construction which gives location to 
the mail depot was sufficiently com¬ 
pleted to permit of occupancy and 
the shift from the old building to the 
improved quarters WPjr made during 
the night hours of Thursday, Dec. 18 
and mail was delivered on Friday 
morning without the slightest inter¬ 
ruption. 

There is but a vestige of the old 
now in the new. The -buildings in 
every respect are as different as pos¬ 
sible. The old merits credit for the 
service that it rendered and the new 
commands attention by its general 
excellence. The building is of solid 
brick with full cement basement, in 
the latter of which there is equip¬ 
ment for adequate heating and stor¬ 
age of fuel, and has capacity for 
many purposes. 

Built for the purpose, there is pro¬ 
vision for abundance of light, natur¬ 
al and electric, and the latter is dis¬ 
tributed by means of fixtures that in 
design contribute to the plan of beau¬ 
ty that has been followed in the con¬ 
struction of panelled partitions, wick 
et places and box-cabinet elevation. 
Drop boxes inside and out, have con¬ 
spicuous Ideation and easy access, 
and tables with chairs and writing 
requisites are conveniently placed 
for use of the public. There are three 
wickets for the different postal ser¬ 
vices and these avoid waits and in¬ 
terference that might other- 
and interference ihat might other¬ 
wise be experienced. Mail sacks in 
and out are delivered by way of door 
so placed for convenience. The en¬ 
tire installation of the hundreds of 
lock-boxes and drawers are in one 
large combination and all facing the 
same way, the numbers running in 
proper order. «■ 

Back of the division there are the 
facilities for the rapid operation ne¬ 
cessary to the proper handling of 
ma 1. These include pigeon-holes, 
make-up boxes, mail-bag racks, and 
many of the handy devices known to 
the service. All that has been men¬ 
tioned is now, as is also a stamp- 
conceling machine that is electrically 
driven and operates with surprising 
speed and accuracy, letters being in¬ 
serted in bulk being machine-separ¬ 
ated and marked and delivered in 
quicker time than it can be said. For 
the handling and safe keeping of the 
business records and other things of 
value, there is a safe, metallic cabin¬ 
et and filing system. That which has 
been enumerated and the many min¬ 
or accessories to service that have 
not had mention in combination con¬ 
stitute an equipment that is not ex¬ 
celled in a town postoffice in the 
province. 

The definitely excellent contribu¬ 
tion to public service has been entire¬ 
ly of the enterprise and investment 
of Postmaster R. L. Elves, Who has 
public credit for his accomplishment. 
He has been the postmaster since the 
establishment of the office, now more 
than 20 years, and through the 
channel of the office and other wise 
is acquainted with the development 
of Vulcan from the time that mail 
was delivered from a partitioned box 
on the end of a general store counter 
to the day in December 1930, when 
he has given to the town a real mon¬ 
ument of progress. 

The first letter posted on the new 
premises was one addressed to a cit¬ 
izen of Wiarton, Ontario, and the 
second was that posted by the resi¬ 
dent reported to the Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald and contained copy for the first 
newspaper publicity given to the pur 
chase of the plant of the Vulcan 
Light & Power Co. by the Calgary 
Power Co. which with the opening 
of the new postoffice ranked as the 
principal of local events of the week 
ind for some period. Harry Adams 
holds the record as the longest con¬ 
tinuous box-holder of the office, hav¬ 
ing acquired the same when these 
conveniences were first installed.
